All  roads  are  shown,  and  are  distinguished  as  main 
roads,  ordinary  roads,  and  footpaths.  Hamlets,  mansion  houses,  farm 
houses,  woods,  antiquities,  &c,  are  also  clearly  indicated.  Instead  of 
hill  shading,  contour  lines  are  given  at  every  five  hundred  feet,  which,  with 
the  numerous  heights  given  on  roads  and  lochs  over  the  County,  enable 
anyone  to  form  a  correct  estimate  of  the  physical  features  of  any  district. 

The  value  and  interest  of  such  a  Map  to  the  nobility,  county  gentlemen, 
ministers,  lawyers,  agriculturists,  factors,  parochial  authorities,  school- 
masters, and  all  interested  in  the  County,  is  so  evident  that  it  is  hoped 
its  publication  at  a  moderate  price  will  be  fully  appreciated.
